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FOREWORD 


As the Journal of the Audio Engineering Society 
enters its seventeenth year of publication this 
month, we are aware as we have been for some time 
that a cumulative index is long overdue. It is with 
great pleasure, therefore, that the editors present 
this Author/Subject Cumulative Index covering the 
sixteen volumes of technical papers published by 
the Society between 1953 and 1968. 

Although the AES Journal is recognized as the 
outstanding publication in its field, and is gaining 
in stature and circulation every day, the volume of 
published material of what has been until now a 
quarterly is not overwhelming. For this reason, it 
was decided to produce an index with the simplest 
and most logical subject breakdown, one which 
would prove equally workable for the established 
scientist and the recording technician. If we have 
realized our aim, it has been because of the able 
and thoughtful assistance of Dr. Howard Tomp- 
kins, Director of Information Services, Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics Engineers, Inc. (IEEE). 
The Audio Engineering Society is extremely grate- 
ful to him for his guidance. 

Until now, the only available listing of published 


works in audio has been combined with other such 


listings in the massive, detailed and excellently 
produced indices of the Journal of the Acoustical 
Society, which has included also those papers pub- 
lished by the Audio/Electroacoustics Group of the 
IEEE. We believe that our Cumulative Index, in con- 
junction with the Journal which will be published bi- 
monthly beginning with the January 1969 issue, will 
open new doors and attract the attention of more of 
the industry to AES. Perhaps just as important, it 
will provide an invaluable means of communication 
with colleges and universities where the Society 
may pursue its goal to establish full-credit courses 
in audio engineering. 

Because of the increased number of published 
papers in recent years, and the addition of 50 per 
cent more editorial content as the Journal goes bi- 
monthly, we have made substantial additions to our 
editorial board. We are indeed indebted to all of 
those listed on Page 2, to those specialists upon 
whom we call on occasion, and tc those who, on re- 
quest, take on the task of reviewing the new litera- 
ture in the field. To each and every one, we would 
like to extend our deepest appreciation for his con- 
tributions in making the Journal what it is today, 
and what we hope it will be in the years to come.
